pean ‘Trade interests way be affected by 
the result of the present war, It must 
be understood that, divided as the Chi- 
nese ate among themselves, they are yet 
practically unanimous in their feclings 
towards the Japanese, It is something 
more than antipathy; it is au unreason- 
ing hatred, probably in recent years 
rising out of jealousy apd contempt for 
their off-shoot because of its subser- 
vienco to Western teachings. With 
this fact.in view it is impossible to think 
that Ching victorious would derive from 
the fact any incentive . te follow Japan's 
lead in throwing open her country to 
foreign enterprise, nor is she likely to 
begin the establishment of her own 
manufacturing centres: On the con- 
trary, it would confirm her in her pre- 
sont exclusive policy, much to the 
blighting of hopes that have long been 
in the minds of those engaged in com- 
merce with the Far East. 

In the few projects, in which Hong- 
kong is particularly interested, “no pro- 
gress would be made, For more than 
thirty years British-diplomacy has been 
striving for the concession of trading on 
the Si-kiang or West River, a prac- 
ticabla water-way of some 700 miles 
into Soutiiera China, which would open 
up enormous markets st present closed 
to external commerca. While this 


would be @ valuable concession to]. 


foreign traders, the.bonefits which flow 
from commercial intercourse wauld do 
much to improve this rich tract of coun- 
try, aud the natives. would also benedit 
by pbeiag less’ liable to devastating 
famines. {t can scarcely be said, how- 
ever, although tha matter has been con- 
tinuously preased-on the attention of 
H. Ms Minister at Peking, that we 
ara any nearer to tha: consummation of 
this desirable object than we were 
thirty years ago; in fuct it would ap: 
pear just now that’ H, M.'s able Min- 
Inter at Peking, apart: from the ques- 
tions atising out-of the war, has his 
time more than’ fully occupied in ob- 
taining recognition of cur Treaty rights. 
It is a comparatively, short time since 
we saw the Chines authorities at- 
tempting o most flagrant evasion 
of our Treaty rights by imposing such 
conditions on the importation of ma-: 
chinery as would render our privileges 
in that respect entirely nngatory. 
Yet, again, we find thé provincial an- 
thorities favoring exporters of ten by 
native janks, to the dotriment of for- 
eign steamers ; and still we find no signa 
from Headquarters that these invasions 
of our rights are in course of redress, 
Tt would perhaps bs too much to expect 
that-during the progress of the war any 
attention will be paid to the requests of 
Foreign Powers, however reasonable, 
for farther concessions or for redress. of 
our trade grievances ; but should China 
prove victorious in the present conflict, 
there is muoh_raason_to fear that there 
will, be no overcoming her prida by 
peaceful means and.that’ our hopes. for 
extension of beneficent commerce will 
remain unsotisfied. China, dushed with 
victory over the so-called © truckiisg 
Jap, will ba a much harder factor to 
deal with than China. brought to her 
knees by her little and. despised neigh- 
hour. “Tt is not. only, .however, «2 
question of pride with’ the Chinesé—it 
iga question. of the corruption of the 
provincial : autlorities; “who fear, the 
effects of extended foreign intercourse on 
their time-honoured plunder of the. more 
direct interchange of commodities with 
the ‘barbarian.’

Fat the dramo of the China-Japan war is 
being developed more rapidly this week— 
pethapa more rapidly than truth is able 
to justify. 

That the curious featura about the later 
telegrams from Shanghai is that now 
they dofeat the Chinese much mora 
readily than they were wont to do: for- 
metly we heard of little elve than Chinose 
successes, 

That the elleged evacuation of Port Arthur 


comes apparently from the North, acd 
not from Japan; and although oo con- 


firmation hag reached Hongkong, neither | 


has any contradiction come of the atate- 
ment to haad. 

That the newa which bas been privately 
receivedabout tha internal conditionof Port 
Arthur, say a fortnight ago, would tend 
rather to strengthen than to throw doubt 
upon the opiaion that China’s great: naval 
port had been abandoned. 


That the damaged men-of-war at. Port Ar. 
thar bad not then been efficiently repaired, 
and there was little proapect of their beiug 
made fil for sea-fighting, while the men 
and officere had no desiro to go 
and mest a fully-equipped onemy without 
the proper ammanition to fight him. 


That the munitions and stores at Port Arthur 
were then at their lowest ebb, while the 
dosire to keep up the unequal struggle 
aseemed to be even lower. 


That theas facts would lead one to suppose 
that the naval depotof China may hava 
been absodoned, even in fuco of all our 
aatural doubta. 

That the reported retreat to Piog-Yaog— 
which must have been an intentional in- 
acouracy—has been fully und rationally 
proved to be a misrepresentetion. 

That this Yoloo River business has possibly 
given the Jopaneso more trouble than 
might have been expeoted otherwise, for 
two reasons—viz., that the forcing of the 
Yaloo was virtually the first invasion of 
the Flowery Land by the Japs. from the 
iand side; and secondly, thut the flower 
ofthe Chinese army was supposed to bave 
been sent thera to chack the aggression.

biafad—All igxtiong under the Sunda: 


That 1 wonder how many of those who are 
the constituents of the Hous. C. P, Chater, 
A. MacConachie, or He Kai wera consult- 
ed in this matter, before the discussion.

Cargo Working Ordinance are made to my 
office, (Shown document), This isan ap- 
plication from Messrs Buttorticld ond 
Swire, dated 19th inst., for permission to 
take in coal on Sunday, 2tst inst. No 
parmit was granted. 

Why not?—Because no fee was sent 
with the application. 

Cross-oramined—Did you reeoiva that 
document yourself 1— Yea, 

You remember a decision of Mr Wise 
threo years azo that bunker coat was not 
argo IE have heard of it. 

Since then have any prosccutions been 
taken by your office-in cases of loading 
bunker coal on Sunday ?-—Not by my office, 

Have any permita beon issuod from your 
office during the last three yoora for load- 
ing bunker coal on Sundays 1—Nat aglely ; 
not knowingly om my part. If they asked 
for a permit to load coil I did not kuow it 
was for bunker coal. 

Do you know or do you not know that 
ateamera have been in the habit of loading 
bunker coal on Sundsye during the last 
three years ?—I know they have. 

Constable Alexander Campbell spoke to 
aoving the Zupeh loading coal off the Cos- 
mopolitan Dock on Sunday, 21st toast.

Mr Francis, opening the caso for the de- 
fonce, said—I do nat know whether in 
thie caae the Crown admit that thia was ac- 
tually coal taken on board for the ship’s use 
ot whether they requite any proofs to that 
effect; if se, Tam prepared to prove it. 

Mr Johnson—I think you had better 
prove it. 

Mr Francie—All right, I willdo so. But 
Tmay point out that on application was 
made by Mess Butterfield aod Swire for 
the purpose of raising this question and 
have it settled once fur all. No feo was 
sont with the application for the permit for 
that very reason. Your Worship is aware, 
oathe Orown Solicitor bas called your at- 
tention to it, that it is just three years 
sinca the Police Magistrate settled, in 
a csae of Moers Butterfield and 
Swire also, that coals loaded on Sunday for 
the use of the ship—aa ordinary bunker 
coal—~did not come under the definitin of 
tho word cargo in the Ordinance and waa 
not forbidden by the Ordinance. Of course, 
your Worship would not be bound by that 
decision under ordinary circumstances. If 
the same question had como before you a 
week ago end you had decided differently 
from what you may decide to-day the 
caso might have beeo carried to the 
superior Court, butjas the first decision has 
heen allowed to stand fir threa years and 
the Crown acquiesced in it—and, as yuu 
have just heard from thy Harbour Maator, 
steamers have been in the habit of loading 
bunker eval in the Harbour on Sundays— 
I think you will find from authorities that 
jis a rule of law not to reverse that doci- 
sion in a Court of aqual jurindiction. Thers- 
fore I ask your Worship, no watter what 
may be your private opinion, sfter hearing 
the arguments on both sidea, to fellow tho 
decision given three yeata ago and which 
has beon acted upon ty all shipowners 
and shipping agents over since, and leave 
it to the Crown to appeni to the superior 
Oourts. That is the course recognised 
hy the Courts aa the proper one, and 
it is, I submit, strictly im aecordanes 
with common sense. Dealing with tho 
question on its merits, 1 must point out 
that this Ordinance is totally different from 
ordinary legislation on the subject. Tt ts 
not parallel with tho act of Ohartes [I 
which wes to prevent all work on Sundays. 
This Ordinance does not sesk to prevent 
work in the Harbour or on board ship. It 
ig diracted at only one particular class of 
work. Itisonly moant to pravent a ship 
loading ot discharging cargo, ‘There is 
nothing to prevent a ship going into deck 
or to prevent all her crow atid engine-raom 
ataff and the Dockyard people being em- 
ployed from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. in carrying 
out and executing repairs on that ship 
whether she is going out next day or not 
for tha next ix months, Thero is no 
stipulation as to necesary work, There is 
nothing to prevent the wholo engine-room 
staff being employed in cleaning the on- 
gines or the whale of the officers aud ofp 
from overhauling the rigging and keoping 
the ship in order. The only section which 
contains apy prohibition is Section 3, That 
section applies to cargo Only, and it ex- 
cludes mails, articles of food required 
for immediate consumption, &c. ask 
your Worship’s special attention to 
the fact that the word cargo is not defined, 
The Ordinance only tates that cerlgin 
things whjoh might bp jacluded in the ord 
cargo gra-excluded from the. proyisiong o 
the Ordinance.

Edwin Tomlin, shipping clerk, Messrs 
Butterfield and Swire, the defendants, 
stated—The Hupeh left on Sunday, 2lat 
inst., about five o'clock, for Amoy. She 
left in ballast. She tock no cargo on 
board. She took in coal on Friday and 
again on Sunday. It was all for the ship's 
uaa—none of it cargo. She took in 470 
tons altogother. On the Saturday she was 
in dock ; that was the reason why she did 
not take in coal on that day. Sha left the 
dock about 11 o'clock on Sunday, She 
took on board 170 tons of coal on that day, 
I am certain thore was no cargo on board. 
It ia a matter within my own knowledge. 

Me Johnson said—Of course, it is impos- 
aible to restrict all work on Sundays, and 
J suppose when the Urdinance was passed 
there waa no intention of restricting all 
work. Whatit was intended todo was to 
presant the working of cargo. Uarga is so 
expressed in the Ordinance as not to 
inolude certain articles of which bunker 
soal is pot one. One may safely arcue 
thatit waa never intended that the word 
‘cargo’ should hare the limited meaning 
my learned friend would wish you to con- 
airue it, Ali these definitions of hia refer 
not to what is carried but to the load, the 
lading of a ship. Of course, it does not 
mean boats, chaina, &., any more 
than it means ship's copper, but 
everything put on board uot so carried 
na part of the vessel. Bunker coal ia 
put on board the ship, and thera ia no rea- 
aon why in this Ordinance tho word cargo 
should construed in the atricter or mer- 
cantila eonae, Tf your Worship can 
read it aa load or the lading of a ship—if 
there were no exceptiona—it would includo 
avarything put om beard whatever it_ia, 
whether carried for freight or not.
